Process of Treating Fibrous and 
Porous Ware. 





A patented process for the treatment of 
fibrous and porous articles—such as paper- 
pulp ware, woodenware, and other articles of 
similar nature or use is intended to render 
such articles hard and waterproof, elastic and 
tenacious, and to secure these qualities to 
such an extent that when the process is applied 
to articles of wood-pulp ware these articles 
may be used in hot water without detriment. 

The porous article—such as a vessel made 
of wood pulp, wood or other material of the 
same general characteristics — is first thor- 
oughly deprived of its moisture by oven heat. 
It is then plunged into resin, which has 
been melted and raised to the highest tem- 
perature which the materials will allow, or to 
a temperature at which resin is a mobile 
fluid, and readily penetrates the capillary 
spaces. After the article has been thus soaked 
it is withdrawn and allowed to drain and cool, 
While the article is cooling the more con- 
tractile resin withdraws into the interior, 
leaving the surface dry, and the resin thus 
withdrawn is accessible to the air of the heated 
oven. After drying and cooling the article is 
placed in a ventilated oven maintained at a 
temperature of about 270° Fahr., and there 
left until no further fumes arise therefrom. It 
is then removed, and the resin is found then 
to have thoroughly cemented the fibrous ma- 
terial, and is itself changed to a substance 
much less fusible and soluble than in its ordi- 
nary condition, in which it softens and becomes 
sticky at less than steam-heat. 

The process described indurates the fibrous 
material and renders it elastic and tenacious. 

Articles thus treated are said to resist the 
action of hot and cold water and the ordinary 
liquids with which paper-pulp ware is brought 
in contact. The process is therefore adapted 
to hollow-ware of pulp or wood, to roofing 
material, and to artificial boards. The surface 
is such that it may be enameled, painted, 
japanned or varnished, 

While the qualities of the ware treated in 
the manner described with pure resin are all 
that would ordinarily be -required, the resin 
may be used in mixture with smaller quantities 
of oxidized linseed-oil or caoutchouc, to give 
the ware or other article greater flexibility. 
For this purpose the linseed-oil, solidified by 
exposure to heat and atmospheric air may be 
mixed with the melted resin. 
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Pulp-Digester for Paper-Making. 








In the treatment of comminuted wood, 
esparto, grass, arid other material containing 
a fibre suitable for the manufacture of pulp for 
paper by the use of acid sulphates or sulphates 
of alkalies or alkaline earths, such disinte- 
grating and bleaching agents cannot be used 
in iron vessels, for the acids eat the iron and 
blacken the pulp. To obviate this injurious 
action on the iron boiler of the acid salt used, 
the boilers have been lined with lead in vari- 
ous ways, but inasmuch as these various 
methods of lining are believed to be more or 
less objectionable or ineffective in preventing 
the “creeping” of the lead and to pro- 
vide a lining which will not creep or 
crawl to an injurious extent, there has been 
provided a metallic boiler with a lining com- 
posed of a series of iron or steel plates, hav- 
ing each a series of holding prongs or projec- 
tions, upon and covering which and the iron 
Plate itself on one or both sides is cast a plate 
of lead or a mixture of lead with zinc or other 
metal or alloy which will resist the destructive 
action of the acid salt used, the lining being 
Placed in the iron boiler in sections, with its 
lead-covered edges abutting, after which the 
abutting edges are soldered or fused together, 
making a liquid-tight lining. The compound 
lining of lead and iron may be held pressed 
against the inner wall of the metallic boiler by 
a of a strong metallic ring covered with 
ead, 

The invention consists, essentially, in the 
Combination, with a metallic boiler-shell, of a 
‘ompound lining composed of a metal plate 
having prongs or projections upon which the 


lead part of the compound lining is caused to | 
adhere by casting in a mold or otherwise. 

Figure 1, in vertical section, represents one | 
usual form of boiler employed in pulping ap- 
paratus ; Fig. 2, an enlarged detail showing 
the specific construction of one of the lining | 
sections, some of the lead being omitted ; Fig. | 
3, a section of Fig. 2 in the dotted line x x; | 
and Figs. 4 and 5 modifications of the lining, 
wherein the lead-holding prongs or projections 
are of different shape. 

The boiler A, composed preferably of boiler- 
iron bolted together in usual manner, is and 
may be of ordinary shape common in pulping 
apparatus for wood and other fibre-producing 
materials. The lining to be used is composed 
of plates a of cast or wrought metal, having at

The prongs or projections 
a’ (shown in Figs. 2 and 3) 
are integral with the plate 
itelf, and the plate and 
prongs are annealed or 
malleable to thus enable the 
prongs or projections to be 
bent and act as hooks, as 
in Fig. 3, by which to better 
and more effectually retain 
the lead part 4 of the lining 
in place on the iron or steel 
plate as the lead cools after 
being cast or poured upon 


the metal in a mold as Zug:R 
usually practised when cast- jes 

ing one metal upon another, x 

and to aid in making the 


lead adhere more closely to 
the iron or steel plate, the 
surface of the latter and the 
prongs or projections may 
be prepared with a flux or 
alloy commonly used for 
such purposes—as, for in- 
stance, chloride of zinc. 

In Figs. 4 and 5 the pro- 
jections a’ are shown as en- 
larged at their outer ends. 
If desired the prongs or 
projections may be provided with transverse 
holes 2, as shown in Fig. 3, into which the 
lead or other equivalent metal used for the 
exposed face 4 of the lining may enter to aid 
in holding the lead in place. 

In Fig. 5 two of the projections a’ are shown 
as screwed into one metal plate, a. 

The lining is cast in sections to fit the in- 
terior of the boiler, and the sections are ar- 
ranged in the boiler side by side with the lead- 
covered edges of the lining plates in contact, 
after which the edges are subjected to heat by 
a blow-pipe and fused together liquid-tight ; 
but, if desired, the abutting and soldered edges 
may be covered by means of a strip or ribbon, 
¢, of lead laid thereon, as shown in Fig. 1, the 
strip being shown as applied to a very short 
part of the junction of two plates and 
being merely long enough to illustrate how the 
junction of the sections may be protected. 
The edges of the strip or ribbon are soldered to 
the lead face of the lining sections. 

The compound segmental lining plates will, 
in practice, remain in place by reason of their 
shape as do Sosa : but may be further | 
held in place by means of an iron or brass | 
hoop or ring, @, covered with lead or equiva- 
lent acid-resisting metal or material as at @’. 
The lead @ may entirely surround the hoop or 
ring, as shown in Fig. 1; or the lead in the 
form of a strip or ribbon may be laid over the 
ring and be soldered to the lead face of the 
compound lining at each side of the hoop, as 
shown at @*; or at the upper end of Fig. 1. 

The sections of the compound lining fitting | 
the concaved interior of the heads of the boil- 
ers will be wedge-shaped, and the smaller 
ends or the wedge-shaped sections appearing 
at the openings in the central parts of the 
heads will have soldered to them the inner 
end of a piece of lead, ¢, preferably in the 








shape of a tube, one end of which is flanged 
outwardly to cover or lap over the ends of the 
compound sectional plates. 

The compound lead and iron or steel lining 
once secured in place in the boiler will remain 


there, it is claimed, for a very long time.

Collapse of Boiler Flues. 





In view of the importance of the object, 
we cannot do better than point out the respec- 
tive causes of danger. 

First, with regard simply to the danger of 
collapse in the flue of large diameter ; it is well 
known to engineers that the resistance of 
wrought iron to the compressive strain to 
which a flue is subjected is much less than its 
power of resistance to the tensional strain to 
which the shell is subjected. Here is the first

inherent weakness in flues with material of the | 


same thickness as in the shells. Diameter is a 
great factor in either weakness or strength ; that 
is to say, the larger the flue the greater is the ten- 
dency to coilapse, and on the average the diam- 
eter of flues in marine boilers is on the increase. 

Similarly, the greater the length of the flue 
unsupported the greater its liability to col- 
lapse ; this can be avoided by the introduction 
of flanges or supporting rings at different 
points in the length of the flue. Theoretically, 
a flue is, when perfectly cylindrical, in its best 
form to resist collapsing pressure, as the pres- 
sure is all then resolved as compression upon 
the material. Should, however, any deforma- 
tion in the shape of the flue occur from the 
perfect cylinder, the tendency to collapse is 
very much increased in the direction of the 
flattened sides. 

Now, in all cases where flues do eventually 
collapse, it is probable that they show a pre- 
vious deformation in the direction in which they 
are about to collapse, and the proper notice of 
this change of form would frequently suffice to 
warn the engineer in charge, who might, by 
staying, prevent ultimate collapse ; or, at any 
rate, reduce the working pressure until the 
danger was removed. The examination of 
flues, as to their maintenance of form, should 
be regularly conducted from time to time by 
means of a suitable gauge-bar, which could be 
easily inserted at the end of a rod and tried in 
different directions to ascertain whether any 
deformation was setting in. This, in practice, 
is seldom done, as engineers in charge of boilers 
are apt to overlook the immense increase of 
danger of collapse after a very slight deforma- 
tion has commenced. 

In raising the question as to whether col- 
lapse may not be due, in the first place, to 
heavy incrustations on the heated surface, we 


would say that such incrustation, tending to 
allow the temperature of the plates to be 
raised, very materially reduces their strength, 
and thus hastens change of form and ultimate 
collapse. 
in his anxiety to avoid corrosion, knowingly 
permits incrustation to a certain amount to ac- 
cumulate upon the inside faces of his boiler 
plates, and there is no doubt that a thin layer 
of such incrustration is, a great protection 
against corrosion, but it is easy to overdo this 
with lamentable consequences to the strength 
of the flue plates.—Aoston Journal of Com-

cold weather. A knowledge 
among workmen of the prin- 
ciples of inertia, as affecting 
bodies in motion, would fre-

all connected with blast furnaces, the value 
of chemical knowledge is apparent, as 
enabling them to trace the cause of faulty 
results. There is scarcely a workshop of 
any importance in which an acquaintance 
with geometry will not be of value.

of £59,923 spent in the relief of members in 
one shape or another. Since June, 1860, the 
amount disbursed for the direct benefit of 
individual members is £566,934, while 
not more than £73,164 have been spent 
for the support of trade movements — 
that is to say, in wages and other kin- 
dred contests. The claims upon the so- 
ciety for the support of those who are out of 
work simply in the ordinary course, and not 
through strikes, have naturally been very heavy 
during the past year. But the proportion of 
members unemployed, even so lately as on 
January 31 last, was not so great as it was on 
the corresponding date in 1881, 


Partly, if not entirely, this apparent advan- 
tage in favor of the present year is illusory. 
It is evidently due, more or less, to the fact 
that since 1881 there has been a very impor- 
tant increase of membership. Indeed, to 
make the comparison quite accurate, we ought 
to go back to the figures for 1880, which show 
that there were then 17,764 members. In 
1885 there were 25,781, the increase in the 
interval having been not far from 50 per cent. 
Now, it is well known that apprehensions of a 
season of bad trade tend to augment the roll 
of membership at an unusual rate through fear 
of coming trouble, and the present number of 
the unemployed to the whole body of work- 
people in this industry is probably, therefore, 
at present absolutely greater than it has ever 
been, although the proportion of the actual 
members of the society so situated is undoubt- 
edly less than it was five years ago. 


Still the proportiogs given in the report are’ 


very instructive. They show that in 1876 the 
number out of work was 16 per 1,000 mem- 
bers ; in 1877, 26; in 1878, 42; in 1879, 187; 
in 1880, 131; in 1881, I91; in 1882, 68; in 
1883, 81; in 1884, 77; in 1885, 108, and in 
1886, 180. Referring to the present prospect 
in the building trades, the secretary, expres- 
sing simply his own view, says that he does 
not think that there is such a falling off of ac- 
tivity as to give ground for serious alarm. 
The severity of the past winter has, he states, 
exceptionally intensified the present pressure, 
and with the return of good weather he antici- 
pates that the members of the society will have 
moderately good employment. This expres- 
sion of opinion, which undoubtedly ought to 
carry considerable weight, is just now interest- 
ing and valuable.

Novelty in Bleaching. 





E. Hermite has obtained a French pat- 
ent for the electro-chemical bleaching of tis- 
sues depending on the electrolytic decomposi- 
tion of the alkaline earths. Chloride of mag- 
nesium is decomposed by the action of the 
current and yields chlorous and chloric acids 
after a series of somewhat complicated re- 
actions. The last-mentioned bodies bleach 
organic fibres, giving up to them oxygen and 
yielding ultimately the original chloride of 
magnesium. 

According to the patentee, we have, there- 
fore, a complete circuit in which the chlorine 
acts simply as transferrer of oxygen, handing 
over to the organic matter the oxygen which 
it has obtained from the water. 

The complete recovery of the chlorine, 
which renders this process very important, 
can be demonstrated by the following experi- 
ment: ‘ake a known measure of a solution 
of the chloride of magnesium and determine 
exactly its proportion of chlorine by titration 
with nitrate of silver. Sulphate of indigo is 
then poured in, and an electric current is 
passed through; the indigo is at once de- 
More indigo is then added until 
the liquid remains below after the interruption 
of the current, and the chlorine is again 
titrated with nitrate of silver, taking the in-

decolorized. The circulation, therefore, ap- 
pears to be perfect. 

This is the reaction which Hermite applies 
or intends to apply for the electro-chemical 
bleaching of textile goods. According to his 
calculation, 55 per cent, of the ordinary cost 
will be economized.—Chemical Review, from 
Faerberer Muster Zeitung.

Boston Notes.

Col. Chas. Taylor, under whose able and 
udicious management the Boston G/ode has 
been placed at the head of the front rank of 
our daily papers in circulation, recognizing 
the magnitude and importance of the paper in- 
justry in its many branches, gave his 100,000 
readers a very exhaustive treatise on the sub- 
ject in the daily Globe of Monday last. 

The article occupied about nine columns of 
the Globe and treated upon many of the more 
important branches of the paper industry, from 
the raw material to the manufactured article. 

To those engaged in the paper trade the 
facts presented were of little interest, for the 
story is one with which every paper maker 
and dealer is already thoroughly familiar, and 
as the subject was not treated in a technical 
way, but given in clear English, it was, no 
doubt, interesting reading for the general pub- 
lic and somewhat instructive to green hands 
in the trade. To beginners in the paper 
trade, whether in the mill or shop, a perusal 
of the article will prove beneficial, and such 
parties should procure the Boston Gide of 
May 24. 

While the writer or writers of the article, or 
series of articles give credit to no one for the 
statistics published or for other points, THE 
PAPER TRADE JOURNAL must have served them 
to good purpose, as verbatim clippings from 
the Holyoke and Boston letters go to show. 
Still, one must not abridge the liberty of the 
press, nor question too closely the ‘‘ ways and 
means” of a newspaper man—copy is copy. 

Yesterday (Tuesday) another hearing was 
held on the rag-disinfection subject before 
the committee on health at the City Hall. 
This was the eleventh hearing and it is ex- 
pected that the matter will be settled, so far as 
evidence is concerned, in a short time. The 
most notable feature connected with the hear- 
ing yesterday was the absence of every mem- 
ber of the Board of Health, while no member 
of the Disinfecting Company was present 
either, notwithstanding it was their ‘field 
day.” This absence was the subject of much 
comment by those present. Charles A. Prince, 
counsel for the Disinfecting Company, was 
there and read three letters from as many dif- 
ferent paper manufacturers, which went to 
show that the process of disinfecting, as con- 
ducted by the Boston Disinfecting Company, 
did not injure the rags, but no evidence was 
offered to show that the writers of these letters 
were not personally interested in the Boston 
Disinfecting Company. Extracts from THE 
PAPER TRADE JOURNAL were read to the com 
mittee by Counsel Warren in behalf of the 
petitioners, showing that the introduction of 
cholera among the employees of paper mills 
from foreign rags was unfounded in fact and 
without evidence to substantiate any such as- 
sertion. Dr. Durgan failed to appear before 
the committee on the ground that he was not 
a witness for either party, but it is reported 
that the committee will notify Dr. Durgan to 
be present at the hearing on Thursday of this 
week to testify. : 

Trade matters are quiet in most lines of the 
paper trade. The paper mills seem to be 
the most favored and are well supplied with 
orders for the present. The paper-stock 
market is without change, some dealers re- 
porting trade dull, some very dull and others 
say that business is quiet. From the weekly 
imports of paper stock at this port it must be 
admitted that some little trade is being occa- 
siona!ly picked up by some of the importers, 
and while dealers may be on bottom the bot- 
tom has not yet dropped out from under 
them. 

Talking with M. A. Ring & Sons on paper- 
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stock matters a member of the firm stated that, | 
while they found a market for considerable 
stock during the course of a month, they had 
to move round through the avenues and by- 
ways of trade pretty frequently in order to 
move the goods. And while the margin of 
profit was exceedingly small, they held to 
what margin there was, hoping that some 
time the margin would widen out a trifle. 

The past week has developed nothing new 
in the chemical market. As an importer of 
chemicals remarked : *‘ The only characteris- 
tic feature noted is the absence of demand.” 
In consequence thereof business in this special 
line is very quiet. Quotations are ruling as 
reported last week. Bleaching powders are 
held at 1.45 to 1%c., with light demand and 
small spot supplies at first hands. Caustic 
soda is in limited supply, with fair inquiries, 
and quoted at 2%c. for 60 per cent. Soda 
ash is quoted at 1.30 to 1%c., as per brand. 
Sal soda is selling at 85c., which is below the 
cost of importation, and very little is being 
brought into market by importers at present. 
Rosins and clay are quiet, without changes in 
quotations since last report. 

The receipts of chemicals for the week to 
date include 269 casks of bleaching powder, 
1oo drums of caustic soda, 153 casks of soda 
ash and 83 casks of refined alkali. 

Of paper stock the receipts for the week 
show a total of 1,451 bales, classed as follows: 
343 bales of paper stock, 53 bales of paper 
waste, 126 bales of cotton waste, 147 bales of 
flax waste, 87 bales of old rope, 53 bales of 
old canvas, 642 bales of old bagging. 

Miscellaneous imports include 36 casks of 
Southern clay, 375 bags of hide cuttings and 
1,800 bundles of wood pulp to Train, Smith 
& Co. 

Visitors to Boston during the past week, 
such thereof as are associated with the paper 
trade, have been few and far between.

Holyoke Notes.

Hotyoxe, Mass., May 27, 1886. 

The general aspect of the paper trade 
this week is, as a rule, encouraging, with a 
fair prospect for future business. Many of the 
manufacturers say that their business is as 
good as can be expected considering the un- 
settled condition of labor matters. Notwith- 
standing the latter troubles, the Western trade 
has kept up remarkably well and some good 
orders have recently been received from that 
section. A traveling salesman for one of the 
local mills has just come in, and he reports 
one of the most successful trips he has ever 
made in the West. I was shown this morning 
an inquiry from a house in a large Western 
city for the price on.a large amount of paper 
of one size and weight, an order which would 
make any paper maker feel good to receive.

Some manufacturers are predicting the usual | 
quiet spell through July and August, while 
others think that trade will be better than 
usual. Two things are needed to bring about 
a decided improvement—a full settlement of 
the labor question and a satisfactory policy in 
regard to the disinfection of foreign rags. 
These, added to a return of confidence, a 
make a decided difference in business, It 
seems as if the backbone of the labor troubles 
has been broken, and if there are no further 
outbreaks a speedy improvement in that direc- 
tion must surely follow. 

I listened this morning to a conversation 
between a local manuacturer and a promi- 
nent importer and dealer in foreign rags, which 
interested me very much. The latter, who is 
good authority on such matters, expressed the 
opinion that the result of the disinfection agi- 
tation which is now going on will be that all 
foreign rags will have to be disinfected on this 
side by the live steam process, in which case 
it will add $5 a ton to the cost, which some 
one must pay. In case the manufacturers are 
obliged to stand it this will add half a cent 
to the price of paper. The manufacturers are 
all at sea in regard to this matter and many of 
them cannot figure on long contracts with any 
degree of safety. 


Springfield has -just celebrated her two hun- 
dred and fiftieth anniversary very successfully 
with banquet, ball and procession, the city be- 
ing filled yesterday with people from her thir- 
teen ‘‘daughters.” At the banquet on Wednes- 
day night this toast was proposed: ‘‘ This City 
of Holyoke: Brought up on water, there is 
plenty of iron in his blood and brains in the 
top. His paper is honored throughout the 
world. Filled with generous rivalry of the old 
lady he never forgets to render to her the salu- 
tations of affection and respect.” Mayor 
O’Connor responded very pleasantly and dur- 
ing his remarks referred to the Springfield pa- 
per makers who do business in Holyoke. 

The Beebe & Holbrook Paper Company 
has finally decided to build the addition to its 
mill, which will occupy the site of the old Con- 
necticut River Pulp Mill, recently torn down. 
Excavations were begun this week, and the 
contracts have been let. The original plans, 
which were drawn by. D. H. & A. B. Tower, 
will be followed, and the new mill will be 300 
feet long and three stories high above the 
basement. 

Clemens Herschel, the Holyoke Water- 
Power Company's hydraulic engineer, has re- 
turned from his European trip. Mr. Herschel 
will receive his friends at his new home to- 
morrow night and they will give him a house- 
warming. 

The Parsons Paper Company has bought of 
the Holyoke Water-Power Company the thread 
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mill known as the ‘ Little Hampden.” The 
company has no immediate plans in regard to 
its new acquisition, but the officials say that the 
object in buying it was to secure the uninter- 
rupted ownership of all the buildings on their 
plant. 

J. J. Manning, agent for Heller & Merz, 
dealers in ultramarine, of New York, expects 
to set sail for Europe on June 19. Mr. Man- 
ning supplies the majority of the mills in the 
city with goods in his line, and has many 
friends here who wish him a pleasant trip. 


The handsome granite building on Main 
street erected by the Whiting Street estate, of 
which the late J. C. Parsons was one of the 
trustees, is nearly finished and is one of the 
most substantial in the city. It is roo feet 
long and 104 feet wide and four stories high, 
the cost aggregating $60,000. A part of the 


| north ground floor is occupied by the Sterns 


Paper Company, the Judd Paper Company 
has just leased quarters on the second floor, 
south, and the American Pad Company has 
been quartered on the third floor for a num- 
ber of weeks. The stores on the ground floor 
will probably be used for wholesale business. 

The Albion Paper Company is building a 
brick tower at the west end of its mill which 
will contain the elevators and stairways. An 
addition, twenty feet square, is to be built to 
the office, which will greatly improve the ac- 
commodations of the clerical department.

Frank E. White, who carries on the ruling 
business in the Syms & Dudley Paper Mill, 
is also chief engineer of the South Hadley 
Falls fire department. On Monday evening 
his friends on the other side of the river took 
him by surprise and presented him with a 
handsome solid gold badge. 

Charles Wilson, representing the Newark 
Filtering Company, has taken up his residence 
in Springfield. He has just placed two Hyatt 
filters in the Carew and Hampshire Paper 
Mills at South Hadley Falls. 

The Chemical Paper Mill nine has won 
seven victories this season and has not yet 
been defeated. H.

Why, at the annual sympo- 
sium of the Lockwood Press, an event which 
came off Thursday night and left no regret 
except that we were not of the dimensions of 
the tun of Heidelberg and banded about with 
bands of iron. The seats were all filled—and so 
were the sitters. This does not call for invidi- 
ous comment. 


The paper trade is responsible for this 
annual feast. Had it not existed there would 
not have been any occasion for a PAPER 
TRADE JOURNAL and, per consequence, ‘‘ DAN- 
py ” would have got ‘‘left” on a dinner. Hold 
on!

The Chamber of Commerce continued 
its investigation of the disinfection of rags 
this week, and on Tuesday last Dr. Smith and 
E. B. Bartlett were before the committee. 





Dr. Smith said that all he required was 
the certificate of an inspector appointed by the 
United. States Government stating that the 
rags had been disinfected properly. All rags 
so certified were allowed to enter here without 
being required to undergo disinfection at this 
port. 


Mr. Bartlett was in his sharpest mood, 
and some of his answers, especially to those 
not of the committee, were very pointed. A 
rag importer who was present asked him why 
he did not tell the committee, when asked how 


ong it took to disinfect a bale by steam, ‘‘ two 


minutes.” 


“Will you swear it only requires two 
minutes?” ‘‘I won’t swear as to the time 
required,” said the importer, ‘* but I'll swear 
that the bales are not kept in the box over two 
said Mr. 
like numerous other 


minutes.” ‘‘ And the affidavit,” 
Bartlett, ‘‘ would be 
affidavits of yours.” 





During the hearing Mr. Bartlett said 
that two rag importers had brought a suit 
against him, and then added: ‘‘ But before I 
get through they may have suits either plaia 
or striped.” 


Asked as to the number of bales of 
rags that he had disinfected Mr. Bartlett said : 
** Since August, 1885, the imports of rags in 
the port of New York have been about 115,- 
486 bales. Of that amount we have disin- 
fected only 10,888 bales; 104,598 bales were 
said to have been disinfected abroad. It has 
cost us $4.27 per tonto disinfect the amount 
stated.” 


The Smith family seem to have a great 
deal to do with this disinfection matter. The 
prosecuting officer, the chairman of the com- 
mittee and the Health Officer are all of that 
name. 


Yesterday there was another hearing, 
at which the Health Officer presented a mass of 
documentary evidence to uphold his position 
that disease can be conveyed by rags. 


I wonder if a paper broker now in Mon- 


company over in England--this is on the author- 
ity aforesaid—which promises to pay $62,500 
dividend annually on $350,000 worth of stock. 
Perhaps that crowd would like to come over 
here and guarantee dividends. 

Iam gently reminded that THE JOUR- 
NAL has got to go to press. Sorry to hear it. 
I had a lot of things—other money-making 
enterprises—which I was going to give away 
to the trade. I shall forget ‘em next week.

Trade Talks. 


Dr. W. M. Smith, Health Officer, Port of 
New York.—I have asked for the appointment 
of inspectors of rags at foreign ports, rather 
than discouraged their appointment, and so 
long as the government does not repudiate 
them and they do not repudiate their alle- 
giance to the government, rags disinfected 
abroad will be admitted to the port of New 
York as heretofore. Of course, if the inspec- 
tors’ authority should be withdrawn, then all 
rags coming into this port will have to be dis- 
infected here. I have lightened the burdens 
of the importers and as an evidence of that the 
disinfecting companies have grown poor un- 
der my regulations. It is outrageous to say 
that I am interested in disintecting processes 
when by a turn of my hand I could have made 
it otherwise and compelled the disinfection of 
all rags. 

F.C. Barnes, with Walton & West, New 
York.—Yes, straw wrappings are weak, and 
the present condition of the market is out of 
all reason. Prices are lower than they ought 
tobe. This has been brought about by manu- 
facturers consigning goods, drawing against 
them and then being compelled to let the paper 
go at lower rates than it ought to bring. Some 
mills are shut down and will not run again 
until the fall, and so the supply is somewhat 
shortened. The stock here is light, and you 
will see that prices will shortly be higher. 
The export call has been light, but I think 
there will very soon be an improvement in 
that direction, for stocks with export buyers 
are getting low and they will have to come 
into the market. Then the manufacturers who 
have capital and who have been holding their 
goods will have a chance to realize fair prices.

To the Editor of The Journal: 

You will no doubt remember the effort 
made by me at the last Paper Makers’ Con- 
vention, held at Saratoga last summer, to in- 
duce that body to adopt the plan of shutting 
down the mills on Saturday ?. M., and to start 
up on Monday at 7 A. M., and also I know that 
you recollect the result of my efforts, viz., the 
resolution as introduced by me passed almost 
unanimously, but later, upon the, motion of 
Mr. Sheffield, of Saugerties, was rescinded, and 
no more notice was given it, even not so much 
as to give it a place in the records of the conven- 
tion. Of course I did not feel very highly 
complimented, as that was my only induce- 
ment to spend my time and money, regarding 
it as one of the vital points of interest to be 
presented to the convention for deliberate 
action. 

My argument was then, as it is now, viz, the 
new, enlarged and fast-running machines and 
the extensive use of new and varied material 
have caused overproduction, and the fairest 
way to relieve the pressure on the market 
would be to adopt the ‘* shutting-down ” pol- 
icy. As the large pot was boiling over, the

only thing to do was to ‘‘ cool down the fire,” 
and in that way relieve the pressure by turn- 
ing off the supply pipe. By this mode it is 
easy to perceive that the operatives share in 
the operation for the relief sought. I have 
naturally been much gratified during the past 
few months to see not only your own valua- 
ble journal but others now zealously advocat- 
ing the ‘‘ shutting-down” plan introduced by 
me at the last convention, as the most reason- 
able and less objectionable than any other, and 
I hope it may be adopted.

Harrison’s Chemical Factory, Philadelphia, 
Pa., was burned on May 24. Loss, $75,000 
to $100,000, Covered by insurance. 
The building in Des Moines, Ia., occupied | 
by the Daily Leader and the Western Litho- 
graphing Company was burned out on May 
25. The Leader's loss is $25,000, with $12,000 
insurance, and that of the Western Lithograph- 
ing Company about $12,000.

A disastrous fire occurred in Chicago, IIl., 
on May 26, the total loss of which will aggre- 
gate $1,000,000. The fire broke out in the 
large brick and stone structure corner of Con- 
gress street and Wabash avenue, mostly occu- 
pied by publishers, bookbinders and lithogra- 
phers. The origin of the fire is not known, 
but it is supposed it started in the engine- 
room in the northwest corner of the basement, 
and as the building was full of elevator shafts, 
which acted as so many flues, it took the flames 
but a few minutes to.spread through the struc- 
ture and seize on the inflammable material 
with which it was filled. Every floor was 
filled with heavy machinery, the top floor 
alone containing twenty-five Gordon presses. 
The lithographic and stereotype ‘plates were 
stored in the basement, and it is thought a 
good deal of this valuable property will be 
saved.

After the good things enumerated on the 
menu had been disposed of, Mr. Lockwood 
rapped for order and made a brief address, 
after which his health was proposed by a mem_ 
ber of the staff, to which Mr. Lockwood made 
a feeling response. He then introduced Au- 
gustine Smith, vice-president of the American 
Paper Makers’ Association, who spoke as fol- 
lows in response to a toast to the paper trade : 


l am very much obliged to you for the kind way in 
which you have taken my name and have drunk my 
health. I have been in the paper trade many years 
and have seen it grow and prosper, and am very proud 
to belong to it, and when, recently, the interests of that 
trade were hampered by the onerous conditions im- 
posed on it by the regulations of the Health Officer of 
this port, under the guise of the so-called disinfection 
of rags, whereby the paper maker was compelled to 
pay 20 percent. more for the cost of his raw material, 
I felt compelled to stand up for the rights of the trade. 
Itried my best to stop the imposition, and | am happy 
to say that thetrouble has been much alleviated, and 
I hope that one of these days we will get rid of it en- 
tirely. I want in conclusion to propose the health of 
my friend on the left, health and prosperity to him and 
long-continued success to his publications. 

William Irwin Martin, President of the 
Stationers’ Board of Trade, was next intro- 
duced and spoke on behalf of the stationery 
interest substantially as follows : 


After the very flattering and correctly historical re- 
marks of your chief, I do not know but I can say that 
I congratulate him on the great event of his life, and 
that was about twelve years ago, when he decided to 
establish a paper known as the American Stationer. 
You all know, gentlemen, that there is nothing in the 
paper trade, nothing in the milling trade, nothing in 
the music trade, and nothing in the bookmaking trade 
without the stationer; consequently when Mr. Lock- 
wood decided to start the American Stationer he \aid 
the foundation for his success. Gentlemen of the 
Lockwood Press, I congratulate you. You certainly 
have taken a step forward in the representation of 
many branches of American industry. I congratulate 
you of the publishing department of the American 
Stationer. 

My name was not placed on the exchange list of the 
American Bookmaker, so that I cannot say much for 
that. In the publishing department of the American 
Stationer you have made very great strides. How the 
* ads." crowd in, large and well-displayed ; crowded 
in until I fear that your honorable chief of the editorial 
department will have no chance to sling his pen. In 
fact, even in one of your latest numbers I noticed that 
there was a paragraph at the top of a page otherwise 
filled with advertisements, and I thought that it must 
have been placed in that page by accident. That, gen- 
tlemen, indicates that it is a prosperous paper. I want 
to congratulate the printing department. I like to see 
a good paper, clear type and good printing, and I think 
I can see in the American Stationer a decided improve- 
ment, and I hope that it will be kept up ; that the typo- 
graphical part of the paper will be as good as it has 
been. I feel a just pride that Mr. Lockwood has 
chosen the word “ American ”’ as a distinctive title in 
the publication of several of his journals. Now, gen- 
tlemen, I wish to thank the editorial staff for their 
effort to obtain a proper bankrupt law, which is so 
much needed, with the unjust, dishonest failures which 
are occurring in our midst, I say dishonest, as it can 
hardly be called by any other word. Again, the A mer- 
ican Stationer has taken a full, wide and liberal stand 
in regard to our tariff measures. If the American Sta- 
tioner stands for anything it stands for the protection 
and encouragement of American industries. The pros- 
perity of this country, in my estimation, depends on 
the prosperity of our American manufacturing in- 
terests. 

Mr. Martin then referred to the fact that the postal- 
cards used in Great Britain are purchased in Belgium, 
as through the influence of free trade in England and

papers and your staff, which are doing so good a 
work,”’

Mr. Lockwood said that there was present the

foremost printer in America, if not in the 
world, Theodore L. De Vinne, who had 
printed the first book published by the 
Lockwood Press, and who had executed 
the commission with the same care that 
he displayed in all his work. Mr. De Vinne 
was then introduced and miade a very inter- 


esting address. 

After thanking those present for his kindly reception, 
he spoke of the state of the printing business between 
1844 or 1845 and 1850, When he first went into the 
printing business there was not a power book-printing 
press in New York city. He spoke of George P. Gor- 
don, whom he recollected in 1845 and 1846 as working 
at printing all day at the corner of John and Nassau 
streets, and at night-time doing the best he could to in- 
vent the Gordon press, which has been of so much use 
and profit to many members of the trade. It had been 
said by false philosophers, who called themselves 
“Communists,” “Land Reformers,”’ &c., that the 
growth of machinery had been a detriment to the 
workingmen, but it was a fact that the condition of all, 
compositors, pressmen, journalists and editors, was 
immensely better now than it was thirty or forty 
years ago, and it had been bettered by the aid of ma- 
chinery. Between 1845 and 1850 electrotypes were 
unknown. The daily newspapers were printed on 
double or single cylinder presses. At that time 
journeymen compositors were earning $9 per week, 
or by the piece, 25 cents per thousand, with 


2 cents off. He said that he recollected going into the | 
office of Banks & Gould, in 1851, and finding three hand- | 


presses at work. His deceased partner, Francis Hart, 
was the first man to put in a cylinder press for doing 
good job work, and there was much prejudice against 
it at that time. The old cylinder press had no bear- 
ings, and every time a form came off, no matter whether 
the edition was 50 or 2,000, the type was smashed and 
had to be thrown away. It was hard to get people to 
allow a set of plates on a cylinder press, and it was not 
until he met Roswell Smith, of the Century Company, 
that he found a person who was willing to have his 
good work done on a cylinder press, since which time 
the ability of the press in that direction had been fully 


proven. The speaker said he recollected Mr. Lock- | 


wood coming into his office in Cortlandt street in refer- 
ence to the printing of the “‘ Directory of the Paper 
Trade,” and he saw that he was earnest and thorough 
in everything that he dndertook, and he felt assured 
that he would make his mark. Speaking of the 
American Bookmaker, Mr. De Vinne said that it is 
a handsome paper, which is satisfied only with the best 
results of the art, and which is an example which ought 
to be followed by other publishers. 


John C. Gallagher read a poem entitled

Origin of the “ Bad Lands.” 


That part of the great treeless plains of 
Dakota familiarly known as the ‘bad 
| lands” are said to owe their origin to the 
burning of the coal deposits that once existed 
there. They are situated principally along 
the Cheyenne and Grand rivers and the Little 
| Missouri. They are from two or three miles 
| to, say, twenty-five miles in width. In the 
long ago the valleys of these streams must 
have been filled with drift-wood. Then fol- 
lowed a period of drift, which buried the ac- 
cumulation of wood under two or three hun- 
| dred feet of sediment, sand and gravel. ’ The 
buried wood in time became coal, the veins 
being in some instances twenty odd feet in 
depth. Either from spontaneous combustion 
or from electricity fires were started in these 
veins, and they gradually burned out, restor- 
ing in part the old watercourses by means of 
the overflow from the accumulation of water 
in these newly-formed basins. Looking upon 
| them, here you see patches of slag, there 
great boulders, showing unmistakable evi- 
dences of great heat, and on every hand scoria 
or burned clay resembling broken brick. 
Where the fires were checked by the caving 
earth and the coal did not burn, mounds two 
or three hundred feet in height stand. And 
according to the Black Diamond, a newspaper 
| devoted to the coal interests, published in 
| Chicago, in parts of Wyoming the same pro- 

cess is now going on; vast fields are under* 

mined by subterranean fires, and the black- 
| ened, smoking plain is filled with desolation. 

Trappers say that these fires have been in ex- 
istence for a long time, and the traditions of 
| the Indians point to the same conclusion.
